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2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The brief 
descriptions of Figures 4, 5 and 6 are inaccurate because the lines for the sectional 
view are not shown in Figure 4, but in Figure 3. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 4, 14 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. It isn't clear what applicant means when claiming a flexible area which does 
not exceed a 25% difference in cord length, as claimed in claims 4 and 14. It may be 
noted that applicant has not identified a cord length in the drawings much less what a 
25% difference is considered to be. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claims 1.12 and 20 each recites the limitation M said inner edge" in line 5. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Is this the came feature as 
the "inner portion" or some other feature? 

Claims 1,12 and 20 each recites the limitation "the concave surface" in lines 8, 9 
and 10 respectively. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. Note also claims 9, 10, 17 and 18. 

Claims 5 and 15 each recites the limitation "the inside edge" and "the outside 
edges" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Applicant is advised that it isn't clear what the "difference" claimed in claims 4 
and 14 is between. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 6-13 and 16-19, insofar as they are definite, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tomizawa et at in view of Silvers and 
Krishnakumar et al '184. 

Tomizawa et al disclose a nonround base structure (7) for a PET container 
having rectangular sidewalls. The base structure includes a support heal having a 
bearing surface (9) with an outer portion merging with the sidewalls and an inner portion 
merging with a concave recess (6). The concave as reflected in broken lines in Figure 1 
appears to have an apex and radiating ribs. In any event the use of such in a hot fill 
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container is well-known as taught by Krishnakumar et al in Figure 3. note that the ribs 
(30) are rounded and form a symmetrical array with 6 in number, as claimed. To have 
formed the concave recess of Tomizawa et al in this manner to strengthen the base 
would have been most obvious to one having fordinary skill in the art. Furthermore the 
provision of a flesible vacuum abxorbina area around a central recess in a bottom for 
hot fill containers is clearly taught by Silvers at 32. To have provided such a flexible 
wall strucrue around the recess of Tomizawa et al so that the container might be used 
for hot fill purposes would have been most obvious in view of such teaching by Silvers. 
In regard to claims 9, 10, 17 and 18, note member 10 of Tomizawa et al. the 
shape is considered to be roughly ellipsoidal, with major and minor diameters, as 
claimed. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure. Weick et al and Guertin show elongated containers with base 

recess with radiating ribs. Ota et al show rectangular hot fill containers. Kato et al show 

another rectangular base structure with ribs. Vailliencourt et al, Krishnakumar, Young, 

Kinslow, Jr., Gygax and Oltman show elongated base recesses. .
